BATTLE OF CORUNNA. 
LiviERPoot, July 28. 

By the recent short arrivals from Corunna, we have 
accounts tothe 19th. 

On the 15th and 16th there were severe contests. The 
Fiench had driven in the garrison, and approached the 
works, when they were received with a tremendous can. 
nonade, which did them much injury; and before the 
could recover themselves. the garrison made a desperate 
sally headed by Sir Robert Wilson and suite, when some 
severe fighting ensued, in which the French lest 600 men. 

The cannonade continued the whole of the 16th. On 
the 17th the French made several attacks, which were 
repulsed with great slaughter. In the sally Sir Robert 
had his horse killed, and before he could remount, was 
wounded, but not dangerously.

On the 1&th the French commenced a furious but inef- 
fectual cannonade, while the fire from the garrison was 
sa well directed as to kill and wound many of the enemy.
